It’s a fact of life for lost, strayed 
or unwanted animals: Dogs or cats 
that look like they’re purebred or have 
just come from happy homes can be 
boarded until homes can be found or 
until they can be reunited with their 
Hospital rates 


hiked to meet 
increased costs 


Directors of Lompoc Hospital Board 
have raised the rates for beds in the 
hospital’s intensive care units to meet 
the cost of salary raises and other 
increased costs of doing business — but 
held the line on the current five cent 
tax rate. 
The directors unanimously approved a 
$1,370,659 budget — up about $175,- 
000 over the current budget — that in­ 
cludes five per cent cost of living pay 
raises for about 100 full and 40 part 
time employes. An estimated $55,000 was 
earmarked for the pay raises, tjie bal­ 
ance of the increased budget for increas­ 
ed costs of supplies and auxiliary serv­ 
ices, according to Kenneth Wicks, hospi­ 
tal administrator. Merit salary increas­ 
es that come due throughout the year are 
also included. 
Wicks presented details of the budget 
to the hospital board yesterday during 
the board’s regular noon luncheon meet­ 
ing. The action climaxed a long study of 
comparative salary levels and a detailed 
analysis 
of the 
hospital’s operation, 
Wicks said. 
The directors approved an increase of 
$5 a day In the rates for beds in five 
categories of hospital accommodation. 
The action raises the rate for a bed in 
in the intensive care unit to $65 a day; 
private acute, to $48; semi-private acute, 
to $43; ward acute, to $42; pediatrics to 
$38. All other bed rates remain the same. 
The directors noted that the unaffect­ 
ed rates were well below those charged 
by other first class hospitals, and the 
new higher rates for some services were 
also below comparative services In other 
hospitals. 
An assessment of the current economic 
situation indicates that the present 50 
per cent level of occupancy in the local 
hospital will remain the same for the 
year beginning on July 1, according to 
Wicks. 
In a related action the board appoint­ 
ed Arthur Anderson and Co. as auditors 
for the 1969-70 fiscal year.

owners — all others are put to sleep 
after five days of grace. 
The “put to sleep” phrase is a euph­ 
emism for a much more pointed expres­ 
sion, but the process has gained public 
acceptance as the only alternative for 
the lower animal world and its unplan­ 
ned parenthood. There are just not enough 
homes for all the potential pets that find 
their way into the world. 
In all fairness the problem of unwant­ 
ed animals or animals that roam the 
hills in packs is one that society has to 
deal with. Santa Barbara County along 
with Ventura and San Luis Obispo coun­ 
ties are rabies endemic areas — which 
means that stray and uncared — for ani­ 
mals can be carriers of the dread Infec­ 
tion. Skunks, rats and other small wild­ 
life are also suspe:t, according to the 
authorities. 
Methods of coping with the problem are 
modern, from the snappy and highly ef­ 
ficient truck that carries the animals 
to the shelter, to the crisp, uniformed 
and shiny-badged practitioner of the ani­ 
mal-catching art — and of course the 
disposal routines. 
The term “dogcatcher’ is out — the 
former “meanest guy In town” has shed 
the title in favor of “animal control of­ 
ficer,” and furthermore is abenefactor. 
He rids the streets of stray and un­ 
wanted animals, finds homes for the most 
eligible of the hapless creatures and a 
good percentage of the time finds the 
pet you lost. 
Officers pick up the animals, both alive 
and dead, either while on regular patrol, 
or on call from a citizen who has spot­ 
ted a stray animal, or who merely wants 
to relinquish ownership of an animal. 
Wildlife is usually disposed of immedi­ 
ately, unless it figures in a biting inci­ 
dent — in which case it is kept under 
quarantine for the stipulated period of 
time. If an animal dies while in custody 
of the shelter, efforts are made to deter­ 
mine the cause. Portions of the brain 
are sent to a state laboratory in Sac­ 
ramento, but so concerned are authori­ 
ties that a portion of the brain is saved 
in the county as insurance against the 
possibility that the shipment may go 
astray. If something happens to thwart 
an analysis of the first brain specimen, 
there is always another portion to fall 
back on. Someone’s life may depend on it. 
So the animal shelter takes the ani­ 
mals, tries to spot sickness, and If a 
home can’t be found, puts them to sleep. 
Animal control officials say it's a mat­ 
ter of economics. It becomes Impossible 
to feed and house stray pets Indefinite­ 
ly — the county budget won’t stand for 
it and neither will the limited facili­ 
ties of the shelter.

Infantry ambush 
tactic pays off

SAIGON (UPI) — U.S. 
infantrymen 
took a page from the Communists' guer­ 
rilla warfare handbook and killed 134 
Viet Cong In a two-day Mekong Delta 
battle announced today. 
Commanders on the scene said it was a 
series of ambushes, long a guerrilla 
standby, that cost the Viet Cong most 
of their dead. 
'The key to the success of this opera­ 
tion was that the U.S. battalion used 
VC (Vie* Cong) guerrilla tactics to out- 
guerrilla the guerrilla,” said Lt. Col. 
David Hackworth of South Gate, Calif. 
Hackworth’s battalion lost four men 
wounded in the fighting Wednesday and 
Thursday 60 miles southwest of Saigon— 
a battle In which the U.S. troops mixed 
their own setpiece tactics with those of 
the guerrillas. 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI)— 
“ Sneezing and coughing” from floating 
fiberglass on their last day in moon 
orbit, the Apollo 10 astronauts unwound 
today from two trailblazing lunar swoops 
which all but assured an American moon 
landing attempt in July. 
“ Good old Snoopy,” the lunar landing 
machine that carried Thomas P. Staff­ 
ord and Eugene A. Cernan to within 
9.5 miles of the moon Thursday, soar­ 
ed toward the sun, its part of the 
mission ended. 
Inside their “ Charlie Brown” com­ 
mand ship, Stafford, Cernan and John 
W. Young turned to navigation tasks 
that will help the Apollo 11 spacecraft 
find its landing site next July 20. 
Stafford reported that pulverized fiber­ 
glass insulation blown off the command 
ship hatch by a blast of oxygen from a 
vent valve has had the astronauts “ itch­ 
ing and scratching...sneezing and cough­ 
ing in here for about three days.” 
“ You sure want to fix that before 
the next command module flies,” Staf­ 
ford told ground controllers. He was 
assured it would be fixed. 
Stafford said it was “ irritating and 
itchy” but that the astronauts were 
generally in fine spirits and fine health. 
The astronauts woke early in the 21st 
lunar orbit for a considerably more re­ 
laxing day than the 18 gruelling hours 
they put in Thursday with two breath­ 
taking low passes across the moon 
and a harrowing “ gyration” of their 
spacecraft caused by an omission in 
a checklist. 
Told that “ everyone is raving about 
your 
perform ance,” Cernan 
said: 
“ Pretty satisfying. Pretty challenging.” 
Two more critical events were left 
before Apollo 10 splashes down at 12:53 
p.m. EDT Monday in the South Pacific 
near Pago Pago, American Samoa. 
The 
astronauts will fire their main 
Apollo engine at 6:21 a.m. Saturday 
and kick out of lunar orbit and start 
home. Monday, they will plow into the 
atmosphere at nearly 25,000 mph in 
the crucial re-entry. 
Stafford, Cernan and “ Snoopy” made 
the closest manned approach yet to the 
moon - 9.5 miles. They proved that the 
lunar lander can take men to the verge 
of a lunar touchdown and bring them 
back safely to a mothership. 
Most dramatically, Stafford and Cer­ 
nan showed that men trained for the job 
could successfully deal with malfunc- 
tions-the worst one born of human error- 
which threaten them 250,000 miles from 
home. 
Now it will be up to Apollo 11, the U.S. 
mission to land men on the moon July 
20, to take it from there. 
Ground controllers told the astronauts 
that “ Snoopy” was 23,000 miles away, 
“ heading straight up.” 
After “Snoopy” rendezvoused with the 
“ Charlie Brown” Apollo 10 mothership 
late Thursday, Stafford and Cernan re­ 
joined Young in it. Then “ Snoopy” was 
cut loose, turned nose up, and its rocket 
engine touched off. 
“ We haven't been able to tell yet 
whether it’s going into orbit around the 
sun or whether it’s going to head straight 
at the sun,” controller Jack Lousma said. 
“ Old Snoopy, he doesn’t give up.” 
Lousma also said he had “ a congratula­ 
tory message” for the astronauts. 
“ Congratulations on doing what I’ve 
been trying to do for a long time. Signed, 
the Red Baron.” 


MILDENHALL, England (UPI) - A 
young U.S. Air Force mechanic today 
stole one of his unit's C-130 Hercules 
transport planes and vanished. Search­ 
ers could find no trace of the 97-foot- 
long plane and it was presumed down, 
possibly in the Atlantic. 
A U.S. Air Force officer said Sgt. Paul 
A. Meyer, 23, was “plaindrunk” when he 
took off along in the $2.4 million turbo­ 
prop 
from the 
Mildenhall Royal Air 
Force Base, 
90 miles north of Lon­ 
don, at 5:10 a.m., (12:10 a.m. EDT). 
The plane carried enough fuel for nine 
hours of flight. 
At 2:30 p.m. (9:30 a.m. EDT), a spokes­ 
man said: “I would say he must be run­ 
ning low on fuel by now — we think it is 
likely he Is probably over water or 
down in water.” 
“ If he crashed in the sea he would have 
a few minutes to get out of the plane. 
There 
is normal rescue gear on the 
plane. It would be practically Impossible 
for him to land on the ground.” 
“ One person cannot take off that plane 
— but he sure did,” an official said. 
“ The situation is extremely dangerous.”

More than 800 
have been arrested in a week of protest 
near the University of California cam­ 
pus. 
Black and Puerto Bican students at 
City c ollege of New York reached ten­ 
tative agreement today on a settlement 
of disputes which closed the campus 
twice for a total of two weeks. The dis­

students had given the school a 
midnirht 
deadline 
and 
negotiators 
Stopped clocks to continue the 
talks. 
Other protesters disrupted the cam­ 
puses 
of 
Seattle 
Wash., Community 
College, St. Paul’s College in Virginia 
and Mankato (Minn.) State College Thurs­ 
day. 
About 500 National Guard troops, fir­ 
ing rifles and lobbing nausea gas, took 
only a quarter of an hour to wrest the 
Greensboro, N.C., building from dem­ 
onstrators. 
The Gnardsffteu ran onto the 4*000- 
student campus at first light, escorted 
by four armored personnel ca rriers. 
TTiey were met by scattered gunfire 
from dormitory windows as they crash­ 
ed through the front door. 
Six persons, five of them police, were 
injured in an earlier round of gunfire 
around the building. Most of the fighting 
was centered 
around the dormitory 
where a freshman student died in gun­ 
fire Thursday. 
Some students fled the building, rais­ 
ing their hands as a Guard officer told 
his men to “ return fire when you see 
it.” 
A guard spokesman said the building 
was “ scoured” 90 minutes after the as­ 
sault. 
The violence had begun as rock-throw­ 
ing at a local high school several days 
ago and authorities said there was no ap­ 
parent connection with the university.

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Key step 
in Apollo 
omitted

officials discovered a key step 
omitted in the final printing of 
Apollo 10’s in-flight checklist 
was responsible for the unset­ 
tling “ wild’’ ride astronauts 
Thomas 
P. Stafford and Eu­ 
gene A. Cernan got Thursday. 


Just 
why 
the 
step 
was 
omitted remains a mystery, 
flight director Glynn Lunney 
said early today. 


The brush with trouble came 
a dozen miles above the craters 
of the moon at 7:35 p.m. EDT 
Thursday. Stafford and Cernan 
dropped off the landing portion 
of their lunar module and were 
about to fire the ascent engine 
to 
rejoin 
John 
W. 
Young, 
circling 
the moon inside the 
Apollo 10 command ship in a 
higher orbit. 


Cernan radioed the first hint 
of difficulty with a surprised 
exclamation directed at no one 
in particular: “ son of a bitch!” 
At that time Young, alone ini 
the “ Charlie Brown” commandl 
ship, was 31 miles above the 
moon lander called “ Snoopy” 
and 253 miles ahead of it. 
(.round controllers told him the 
men in Snoopy “ had a wild 
gyration, but they got it under 
control.” 


After Cernan’s first exclama­ 
tion 
Stafford 
grabt>ed 
the 
controls of the landing craft 
and flew it out of trouble by 
hand. 
Later he and Cernan 
crisply went back over their 
checklist 
and discovered an 
important switch was not listed 
on it. 


The 
switch 
had been set 
earlier 
to aim 
the landing 
craft’s ascent stage directly 
toward the command ship in 
event of an emergency separa­ 
tion from the descent stage. It 
should have been switched out 
of 
this position 
before the 
routine separation, but was not 
because it failed to appear on 
the checklist. 


As a result, flight dynamics 
officer Phillip C. Shaffer said 
fater, the lander’s automatic 
controls tried to face the craft 
toward 
the 
command 
ship 
instead 
of 
merely 
holding 
steady when the descent stage 
was dropped 


The 
unexpected 
movement 
was 
probably 
not 
too fast, 
Shaffer said, but it probably 
started the moon lander’s cabin 
into a simultaneous flip and 
roll. 


Lunney said if the astronauts 
had not wrested control away 
from 
the 
computer, 
their 
vehicle 
would 
simply 
have 
faced its front windows toward 
the command ship and tried to 
lock on to it with radar.

Moscow not upset about 
loss of 18 generals 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-U.S. 
experts are intrigued by the 
deaths of 18 Soviet Generals 
since 
April 
10. 
But Soviet 
sources 
here say 
there 
is 
nothing 
unusual 
about 
the 
deaths, and American experts 
tend to agree. 
During 1968 Soviet generals 
died at a frequency varying 
from 4 to 13 a month. In a one 
month span in 1967,17 generals 
were reported to have died. 
Because of the brevity of 
Soviet obituaries U.S. analyists 
do not rule out the possibility 
that the generals died as a 
result of air accidents or some 
mysterious untoward event. But 
they say there is no reason to 
believe a Stalin-type purge is in 
progress among the high ranks 
of the Soviet armed forces. 
According to statistics gath­ 
ered by U.S. experts, six of the 
generals who died in 1969 were 
in the 49 through 59 year old 
age bracket. The rest were 
considerably 
older, 
ranging 
from 61 through 75. 
Three of the generals, whose 
deaths were reported in the 
Soviet Army newspaper Red 
Star, died “ tragically.” This

service or, possibly, they died 
while 
carrying

duties. Among these was Lt. 
Gen. Anatoli L. Kadomtsev, 49, 
who was a commander in the 
Antiair Defense Forces.

forces. 
Maj. Gen. I. K. Antonov and 
Lt. Gen. N. S. Silayev, also 
served in the Antiair Defense. 
This stirred speculation they 
may have been involved in an

antiballistic 
missile. But Antonov was listed 
by the newspaper Red Star as 
having died from a “ a serious, 
lengthy 
illness” 
and 
that 
Silayev died 
after 
“ a long 
illness.” 
This terminology, experts 
agree, is too cryptic to indicate 
the exact cause of death. 
At least one of the generals is 
believed to have died in an

Nixon called newsmen into his 
office Thursday and told them 
why and how he had chosen 
Warren E. Burger to become 
the next Chief Justice of the 
United States. The candor of 
the President amazed long-time 
White House observers. In the 
following dispatch, Merriman 
Smith, dean of White House 
correspondents, describes what 
happened Thursday—and why.)

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Pres­ 
ident Nixon broke precedent 
when he discussed with about 
50 reporters the reasons behind 
his selection of Circuit Judge 
Warren Earl Burger to be the 
new Chief Justice of the United 
States. 
Normally, Presidents over 
the past 30 or 40 years have 
been most reluctant to go into 
any sort of detail about why 
they select a prominent Ameri­ 
can for a particular job. 


With little warning Thursday, 
Nixon called reporters into his 
office and began to explain why 
he had selected Burger for the 
nation’s highest judicial post 
and furthermore, the standards 
which would guide him infilling 
future high court vacancies. 
Nixon said that in naming 
future justices he would look to 
federal appellate and district 
judges as well as legal scholars 
and constitutional lawyers. He 
said he would not be bound by 
attempting to create a racial, 
religious or geographical ba­ 
lance on the court. 
Nixon also said that because 
of the Abe Fortas matter he 
was determined the appointee 
should not be a personal friend 
and close adviser—a considera­ 
tion which in varying degrees 
eliminated former Atty. Gen. 
Herbert Brownell, Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell, and Charles 
Rhyne, a classmate at Duke 
and former president of the 
American 
Bar 
Association 
(ABAL 
Nixon 
said 
he 
felt 
strongly the relationship be­ 
tween the President and the 
justices should be “ at arms 
length.” 


This was a “ new’’Nixon. The 
chief executive, since taking 
office 
Jan. 
20, 
has 
been 
relatively formal in his contacts 
with the press, confining them 
largely to network, carefully 
studied news conferences. 
Thursday, 
there 
was 
no 
television, no radio—just repor­ 
ters 
armed principally with 
notebook 
and 
pencils. 
The 
President admitted the format 
was experimental. He did not 
insist the questioning be con­ 
fined to one subject. But the 
inference was strong—keep it 
on one subject and we will all 
be happier together. 
Subjectively, it turned out 
that way. Objectively, a curso­ 
ry look at history books and a 
test 
of 
relatively 
modern 
memory showed that no Chief 
Executive 
ever 
before 
had 


spoken in so much detail and 
apparently 
so 
much feeling 
about his choice of a chief 
jurist of the United States. 
The scene was the classic 
Oval Office of the President in 
the West Wing of the White 
House, with the 50 reporters 
grouped 
around 
his 
desk. 
Normally, the rationale of a 
presidential decision concern­ 
ing an appointment to such a high 
level position as the Supreme 
Court is a matter of guarded 
secrecy which usually comes 
out years later in the memoirs 
of the chief executive involved. 
This was not the case Thursday 
with Nixon, who spoke almost 
as if he were involved in a 
confessional. 
Perhaps the case of Associate 
Justice Abe Fortas was high in 
his mind. Nixon gave every 
appearance of trying to say 
what was on his mind, and 
what entered into his selection 
of 
a 
relatively 
unknown, 
working federal judge, Warren 
E. Burger, to be the highest 
judge in the land. 
Perhaps 
what 
confounded 
some of the more sophisticated 
White House watchers was the 
fact Nixon had discussed his 
selection of a new Chief Justice 
with relatively few people. He 
had not consulted the ABA; he 
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had made no political clearan­ 
ces; most White House staffers 
did not know. 
Apparently, his more continu­ 
ing contact was Mitchell. The 
President 
assumed 
Mitchell 
was able to deal freely with J. 
Edgar Hoover, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion, who, in turn, conducted 
what, in government circles, 
would be regarded as a routine 
“ field investigation.” 
No negative information deve­ 
loped and Warren Earl Burger 
was the next Chief Justice of 
the United States, assuming 
Senate confirmation.

Lompoc’s animal shelter dis­ 
poses of animals by exposure to 
gas and then burns the carcas­ 
es, The officials hasten to point 
out that the practice is as hu­ 
mane as that used by the Humane 
Societ that operated the animal 
shelter until two years ago. The 
society used to freeze unwanted 
and unclaimed animals after a 
brief waiting period and send 
the carcases to the rendering 
plant in 50-gallon drums. Equip­ 
ment for the freezing process 
is unused now since the advent 
of the gas and oven dispoal. 
It’s a tossup which way is the 
most acceptable to the public 
conscience. Under the current 
program, 
the dead animal is 
burned in an oven and the ac­ 
cumulated bone residue Is cart­ 
ed away periodically. All very 
neat and economical. 
Animal control officers pa­ 
trol public thoroughfares on a 
regular work day basis, but 
service emergency calls any 
time of the night or day. It 
is not unusual for an officer to 
peel out of bed at 3 a.m. to 
get a cat out of a tree, a wood­ 
chuck out of a cellar or a 
cow out of traffic on North H 
Street. 
The shelter currently has a 
duck, and a rooster, and not 
long ago had a lion. The lat­ 
ter animal died in a few days, 
apparently of abrokenheart —at 
least there was no other rea­ 
son to explain the death, ac­ 
cording to shelter attendents. 
Snakes account for many of 
the calls during the warmer 
months of the year and here 
again the fine touch of the an­ 
imal control officer comes in 
to play. Gopher snakes or king 
snakes must be picked up and 
then released in a wild area 
where they are free to resume 
they preying on gophers and rat­ 
tlers. 
Exotic animals and fowl, such 
as pheasants, coyotes, lions and 
birds of various sorts, are 
taken to the county’s Waller 
Park in Santa Maria where 
they are housed for public dis­ 
play. 
Horses 
and cows arc 
boarded in a fenced yard at the 
rear of the animal shelter un­ 
til their owners claim tliem — 
which doesn’t take long because 
of the economic value. 
Capturing the larger animals 
has proved to be a tricky and 
sometimes risky sjiort for the 
animal control officers. The job 
has to be done immediately, 
which usually means at night. 
The report that horses or 
cattle are loose on a highway 
or 
munching grass on some­ 
one’s front yard, comes at fair­ 
ly fre(iuent intervals. Usually 
the incidents end ha|)pily, but a 
couple of years ago, a whole 
herd 
rampaged 
on 
North H 
Street. Several of the valuable 
animals got killed in traffic be­ 
fore they could lie rescued. 
James Wallace, deputy pound- 
master in Lom[)oc, is one of 
the newer breed of animal con­ 
trol officers, despite his age. 
He previously worked in the 
same c^iacity for the Humane 
Society and before that oper­ 
ated a feed store in Santa Ma­ 
ria. 
Wallace recalls adventures 
with a lion, a seal, a couple 
of pigs, a wild boar, and other

exotic wild animals, but the 
bulk of his work through the 
years has been with the more 
plentiful dogs and cats. 
January, February and March 
are the heaviest months of the 
year, probably license fees and 
rabies 
innoculation 
require­ 
ments fall due then, according 
to Wallace. The work load is 
also heavier when large con­ 
tingents 
of 
servicemen 
and 
women depart Vandenberg Air 
Force Base on short notice. A 
pet is the last thing which is 
considered in the haste to com­ 
plete the details of moving and 
very often is allowed to run free. 
That’s where Wallace and the 
animal shelter corne in to play. 
The problem is similar to that 
faced in any area that has a 
large number of transients. 
Statistics on the volume of 
work at the shelter are enligh­ 
tening. In the nine months of 
the fiscal year from July 1968 
through March of this year, the 
shelter put 977 animals to sleep, 
placed 380 animals in homes, 
returned 414 animals to their 
owners, and sold 2,223 licenses. 
A total of $14,123 was col­ 
lected during the nine months 
including fees for licenses and 
fees for placement of animals 
During the nine months, the 
shelter impounded 2,975 ani­ 
mals and welcomed 23,166 vis­ 
itors, 2,239 of them in March 
of this year. During March the 
shelter handled a rat, a chick­ 
en, a rabbit, a sea gull, a goat 
and two skunks. Officers also 
picked up one dead bird and 31 
dead animals including 16 cats, 
11 dogs, and four deer. Five in­ 
jured dogs were impounded for 
the usual treatment a n d at­ 
tempts to find them homes. 
During 
the month officers 
took 136 grown dogs into custo­ 
dy, 88 puppies, 52 full grown 
cats and 22 kittens. It is not 
unusual for an impounded cat 
to give birth to young while re­ 
siding in the shelter. Usually 
the kittens can be placed in 
homes, according to Wallace. 
The plus side of the ledger 
shows the result of efforts to 
find homes for as many ani­ 
mals as iK)ssible. During the 
month shelter officials found 
homes for 21 dogs, 29 puppies, 
seven grown cats and nine kit­ 
tens. A total of 50 lost dogs 
eight puppies and four cats 
were reunited with their own­ 
ers. 
Department clerks handled 
982 telephone calls plus 30 
night emergency calls. Animal 
pickup trucks traveled a total 
of 2,816 miles, over an area 
that comprises Lompoc Valley 
and Santa Maria. 
During the same month of 
March, officers handled 151 an­ 
imals in the field, made 174 
service calls — and so it went.

Huntsville knows which side 
its bread is buttered on. The

dergirding of its fantasti­ 
cally enlarged 
but peren­ 
nially nervous economy. 
To emphasize the link of 
dependency, three members 
of the present five-member 
city council have jobs with 
firms doing work at Red­ 
stone.

President Kenneth Johnson, 
is a chemist. The other two 
are engineers. 


On a recent Sunday, the 
ample Huntsville Times car­ 
ried a story about a lovers’ 
lane along a mountain ridge 
overlooking the city.

Wallace did not even 
make token protest when the

ted its first Negro. 
Job desegregation is rea­ 
sonably well advanced, and 
Negro incomes are higher on 


the average than in many 
communities, north or south. 


One Negro domestic serv­ 
ant, perhaps not typical. Is 
nevertheless an instructive 
case. Of her four children, 
three have college degrees 
and a fourth is at Yale on a 
merit scholarship. Her hus­ 
band is now blind, but they 
own their own home. 
Admittedly, 
missile 
and 
space officials have leaned 
on city folk to desegregate 
schools, jobs, housing. No 
doubt, 
too, 
the 
influx 
of 
northerners to Redstone and 


related 
industries changed 
the blend of racial attitudes. 
But important strides were 
taken without p r e s s u r e . 
Much of Huntsville’s popula­ 
tion growth is an inflow of 
native southerners from sur­ 
rounding northern Alabama 
and southern Tennessee. 
What it comes back to 
again is that Huntsville likes 
what it has become, and its 
veteran town leaders have 
acquired the collective sense 
of purpose which any town 
anywhere must have to sus­ 
tain itself.

Don’t tell the boss, but this year the average American is 
working eight minutes more a day for the government than he 
was in 1968. Federal, state and local government that is. 
Of course that doesn’t mean he isn’t working for the boss, too. 
It means only that that much more work is needed to cover taxes 
this year. It brings the total earning time spent for various lev­ 
ies up to two hours and 34 minutes out of an eight hour day. 
In 1966, the total was two hours, 19 minutes. 


According to the Tax Foundation, the breakdown of dailv earn­ 
ing tim e is this: one hour, 47 minutes for federal taxes; 4 7 
m inutes for state and local. It all totals about 12 hours, 48 
m inutes a week to pay federal, sta te and local taxes on the bas­ 
is of a 40-hour week, or about 117 working days a year, on the 
average. 
F urther comment is left to the taxpayer-reader. 


Permanent U. N. Army 


Hawk and dove, hard-liner and soft-liner, may disagree over 
the Vietnam war for any number of reasons, but they are agreed 
on one thing: There must be no more Vietnams. 
For the one side, the argument is moral. The United States 
cannot be and has no right to be the w orld’s policeman. It 
must never again intervene unilaterally in a situation where 
there is no direct threat to its own security. 
The reasoning on the other side is more pragm atic. 1 he 
United States must not again allow itself to be bogged down, 
its m aterial and human resources drained, in a war in which it 
has neither the intention nor the hope of achieving a clear-cut 
m ilitary victory in the traditional sense. 
Both sides cannot blink the fact, however, that there are 
likely to be more Vietnam-type situations as we enter the 
1970s - in the Middle East, Africa, elsew here in Asia - any 
one of which will have the potential of involving the great pow­ 
e r s in confrontation. 
Thus both can agree with a recent statem ent by a “ Nation­ 
al Policy Panel” of the United Nations Association of the U.S.A. 
that it is im perative “ that means be found, promptly, for a larg ­ 
e r number of countries to share more fully the responsibility 
of international peacekeeping. It would be a mistake for the 
United States to continue carrying, or attempting to carry, 
so much of the responsibility alone.” 
As a result of Vietnam, the re is likely in the future to be even 
g reater political resistance, both at home and abroad, to uni­ 
lateral efforts to keep the peace o r to control “ foreign” con­ 
flicts, says the panel, which was headed by Kingman Brew­ 
ste r, president of Yale University, and included Cyrus Vance, 
form er deputy secretary of defense the U S representative in 


H & O ce an by Harry C rom p e 


the P aris peace negotiations, retired Gen. Matthew Ridgeway 
and 23 other prom inent A m erican leaders. 
The panel therefore proposes a m ajor initiative on the part 
of the United States to urge the United Nations to set up a peace­ 
keeping force of 40,000 men to control international conflicts 
in the coming decade. 
The force would be provided by the sm all powers, be control­ 
led by a special peacekeeping section in the U.N. Secretariat 
and financed by a special fund, largely underw ritten by the 
United States. 


Unlike other such U.N. forces in 
the past — Korea, the 
Middle East, Kashmire, the Congo — this force would be perm ­ 
anent and would be in being before, not after, fighting broke 
out. 
T here are many obstacles to this vision of a world army 
to keep world peace, not the least of which is the undoubted 
intention of the U S S R to maintain its unilateral freedom of 
action in the countries on its border. But there are also signs 
of growing Soviet willingness to seek common cause with 
the United States in situations where they believe m ultilater­ 
al action could prevent m ajor confrontation and escalation. 


Total costs to the United States of four years of the war in 
Vietnam have exceeded $125 billion and 33,000 Am erican 
lives. Total .IOV2 - year U.S. contribution to the U.N. E m er­ 
gency Force in the Middle East was $67.6 m illion and no lives. 
N either operation can be called a success in that it ended or 
prevented a war, but if the best we can hope for at this stage 
of the w orld’s development is a choice between failures, it 
is not difficult to decide what that choice should be.

In April of this year, the total w elfare 
expenditure in the County of Santa B ar­ 
bara was $1,208,238.59. A total of 80.46 


p er cent of this amount, or $972,142.94 
was reim bursable from other tax sourc­ 
es, mainly the state and federal gov­ 
ernm ents. The net welfare cost to the 
county during the month of A pril was 
$236,095.65. Total collections from re ­ 
cipients and others was $28,299.30. 
The program s under which w elfare 
funds are expended are as follows: Old 
Age Security; Aid to the Blind; Aid to 
Dependent Children; Aid to Dependent 
C hildren with Unemployed Parent; Aid to 
Dependent Children in Boarding Homes; 
Aid to Disabled; G eneral Relief and Sur­ 
plus Foods. 
Broken down, there are 2,719 aid 
cases, 44 service cases and 534 medi­ 
cal cases under Old Age Security with 
A pril expenditures at $299,945; 129 aid 
cases, three service cases and eight 
m edical cases in the Aid to the Blind 
program for an expenditure of $18,308;

WASHINGTON - When the moon land­ 
ing set for July is completed the cost 
to the government will be just under $24 
billion. 
The achievement represents an 
unprecedented orchestration of the re­ 
sources of science and technology. The 
contrast with the failures here on earth 
to begin to try to cure rudim entary ills 
could hardly at this moment of grave 
uncertainty be sharper. 
Take hunger, m alnutrition, as an exam­ 
ple.

The scenario of the special milk bill 
is a striking example of the inability of 
the adm inistration to come to grips with 
this m inor facet of the bureaucratic tan­ 
gle surrounding the dilem m a of hunger 
in the midst of plenty. The White House 
failed to meet a deadline announced 30 
days in advance in the house for action 
on a m easure to continue distribution 
of milk through the schools. The John­ 
son budget had knocked out the $104,000,- 
000 
previously 
appropriated for this 
purpose. 
As studies have shown, this is a mea­ 
sure to take surplus milk off the m ar­ 
ket with only an estim ated 7 per cent 
of the total going to fam ilies with in­ 
com es under $3,000 a year. Since noj 
signal cam e from the White House, the 
farm bloc went into action. They put in a 
milk authorization bill upped to $125,- 
000,000 with the provision that it be ad­ 
m inistered as in previous years. 
Rep. Paul Findley (R., 111.) got wind 
of the maneuver to come to rescue once 
again of the milk producers. When the 
m easure came up he put forward an 
amendment stating that the program 
should be adm inistered to “ the maxi­ 
mum extent practicable as a nutrition­ 
al aid to needy children.” 
In the debate that followed farm sub­ 
sidy congressm en reached new highs — 
or lows —in double-talk. “ A child from 
the wealthiest home is just as subject 
to m alnutrition as is a child from some 
other home and we are seeking to deal 
with all of them ,” said Rep. Robert 
Poage (D., Texas), sponsor of the more- 
of-the-same 
m easure. “ We should not 
lim it milk to any one group of chil­ 
d ren,” 
was the pious contribution of 
Rep. Albert Quie (R., Minn.). The farm 
bloc won by a country m ile. 
A system deeply embedded in govern­ 
ment handouts to farm ers confronts 
the hunger fighters at every turn. It is 
a rocklike wall of resistance built with 
the cement of special privilege and the 
bureaucratic 
com plexities of the De­ 
partm ent of A griculture. 
Seeking to break down this weel, Find­ 
ley in a speech the other day put a s e r­ 
ies of charts into the record showing 
the contradictious in the system , with 
large subsidy 
payments going to farm ­ 
e rs to take land out of production in many 
counties that have no food a ir program . 
In Texas farm ers got subsidies amount­ 
ing to $457,205,685. 
Kansas has 
83 
counties with no program for the hard- 
.core poor, 
while farm ers got $211,- 
367,759. 
In M issouri the number of 
counties without food aid for the low­ 
est • income fam ilies was 42, with pay­ 
m ents to farm ers of $115,858,406. 
Equally striking 
were 
the 
figures 
Findley revealed showing the payments 
to big farm ers, many of them factory 
farm ers, who get m ore out of govern­ 
ment handouts than they could by grow­ 
ing crops on their land in M ississippi 
83 farm ers w ere paid from $100,000 
to $499,999 in 1967 for a total of $10,- 
689,403. 
One of these was Sen. Jam es 


Eastland of Sunflower County, who with 
m em bers of his family got $244,000. 
In the last session of Congress Find­ 
ley pushed an amendment through the 
House lim iting payments to $20,000toan 
individual farm er. This was killed in a 
Senate - House conference, illustrating 
once again the power of the farm -state 
congressm en. 
The Department of A griculture has 
over 100 negotiated 
agreem ents with 
various state and local governments 
for the restrictive 
adm inistration of 
federal food program s. 
This is a dis­ 
covery that Sen. George McGovern made 


as chairm an of the Senate Committee on 
Hunger — bureaucratic 
red tape mak­ 
ing it difficult to downright im possibh 
to take advantage of federal food. 
Even without 
the wall of political re ­ 
sistance, ending hunger in the midst of 
affluence will be far from easy. Simply 
giving out money will not be enough, as 
Agnes Meyer has observed in urging 
the use of the schools to build up nu­ 
tritional standards and **dueation in food 
habits. But the glaring contradiction in 
human term s will simply not go aw a\.

Reflection on water 


With all the talk about Lompoc N ar­ 
rows Dam Project and the State Feather 
R iver Project, not all of it is old hat. 
There was for ex­ 
ample the successful 
effort Virgil Phelps 
made the other night 
in Santa Ynez to gain 
t h e adm ission that 
cost figures for state 
w ater 
delivered in 
Santa B arbara Coun­ 
ty did n o t include 
proper amounts for 
inflation. The state 
has used a figure of 
2.5 per cent, raised it to about 3.5 per 
cent a couple of years or so ago, and 
that’s where it is now. Thomas Stet­ 
son, engineer for the Santa 7nez River 
W ater 
Conservation 
D istrict, agreed 
somewhat reluctantly to 
add an arb i­ 
trary figure of 25 per centtocover infla­ 
tion until the state water is actually 
delivered. The adjusted figure for state 
w ater then would be about $128 an acre 
foot, not counting the unknown factor of 
cost for the actual connections in Lom­ 
poc Valley. 
The situation is important because it 
reflects some of the attitude of those 
who oppose Lompoc Dam. In all these 
long months of study when the cost of 
state w ater was mentioned hundreds and 
hundreds of tim es by a host of experts 
and some not so expert no one thought 
of adding inflation costs to the fig u re - 
that is until Phelps did. 
Stetson is a good engineer and an ex­ 
pert on w ater problem s I can’t believe 
he could actually have been oblivious to 
the fact that if construction costs rise 
a little each year for Lompoc Dam they 
will also rise a sim ilar amount for any 
part of the state project. 
We get into this either, or fram e of 
thinking and lose 
sight of realities. 
William R. G ianelli, director of the 
sta te ’s departm ent of w ater resources 
recently told the C alifornia W ater Re­ 
sources Association andthe Feather Riv­ 
e r Project Association that the construe- 
tion cost escalation factor must be raised 
im m ediately to 5 per cent. 
This is not to say that we should 
scuttle the state project Just because 
the cost has gone up a little. And this 
may well be the whole point of the long 
drawn out situation: Key experts have 
said the Lompoc area will need both the 
state water and Lompoc Dam. 
There are also other problem s th reat­ 
ening the state project. For example 
the statutory interest rate for sale of 
state w ater bonds is so low that banks 
have been refusing to buy. 
Once again this is not to say the 
state plan should be scuttled. 
Lompoc Dam would fulfill the key man­ 
date directed to the state’s counties in 
1966 by the C alifornia State Boards of 
Supervisors Association. The associa­ 
tion urged the immediate conservation of 
every drop of local w ater that could be 
captured or developed. T hat’s only good 
sense, but some a r e a s have to be prodded 
to take action. 
Some people have argued that if we de­ 
lay building Lompoc Dam, the cost of 
desalting ocean w ater might come within 
the range of feasibility. This isaw ill-of- 
the-wisp. In April the C alifornia W ater 
R esources 
Association told Sen. Alan 


C ranston that California would be “ court 
ing d isa ste r” by “ procrastinating” on 
the development of conventional water 
projects. It was the opinion of CRWA 
engineers that “ 0 0 m ajor breakthrough 
appears in sight.” The lowest cost for 
desalted w ater from an existing plant in 
the United States is in excess of $250 
an acre foot, according to the CRWA. 
Here again this is not to say that 
experim entation 
with 
desalting pr<* 
cesses should be s< uttled. 
Now if we agree with some or all 01 
this argument, we get back to tirnin 
which is wtiat everyone has been s ly­ 
ing anyway. 
It’s real keen to say Lompoc Dam 
is needed, but it’s the “ timing” tttat 
is not right. Everyone agrees that then 
will be growth, but opponents of Lom­ 
poc Dam go a step further and predict 
when it will arriv e at the door.

Maybe they think that if 
they hide the collective d istrict head 
in the sand Lompoc’s water needs will 
just go away. ^Society isn 't that way. 
Some opponents of Lompoc Dam would 
have us think that agriculture interests 
and urban in terests are diem etrically 
opposed, that they sit glaring at each 
other across a void. Such a thought 
does a disservice to the true com­ 
munity interest. The two areas are 
interdependent. 
This isn’t exactly the opposite of 
“ Old hat,” 
the phrase mentioned in 
the beginning of this column but it may 
need to l>e reaffirm ed.
